Therefore, applicants assert that the drawings were in fact 
submitted with the original filing, and respectfully request that 
the application be entitled to a filling date of January 25, 2001. 
A courtesy copy of the drawings is being submitted with this 
response as Exhibit D.

1.17 (i) is due, and applicants are enclosing a check for $130.00 
with this response. Applicants, however, hereby request a refund 
of this petition fee due to the Applicant's assertion that the 
drawings were in fact submitted with the original filing.
